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EDITORIAL NOTES 


In THE NovEMBER 1929 IssuE OF THE Booklist, editorial mention was 
made of the exhibit of children’s books from twenty-six coun- 
tries shown in Geneva during the meeting of the World Federa- 
tion of Education Associations. Following that conference these books 
were placed as a permanent exhibit of the International Bureau of 
Education at Geneva, where they are at the disposal of visitors from 
all countries. As was indicated in the November editorial, a continua- 
tion of the study, of which the exhibit was the outward and visible 
sign, was made possible by a further gift from Mme. Stokowski, who 
financed the original undertaking as a means of fostering good will 
between nations. The American Library Association Committee on 
Library Work with Children has been working on several suggestions 
for the furtherance of this project which is being carried on by the 
International Bureau of Education, for which Mlle. Blanche Weber 
is the secretary. In answer to her request the Committee has sub- 
mitted the following list of twelve American children’s books which 
they recommend for translation into other languages:

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A FEW PEOPLE HAVE ASKED WHY THE NEW Subscription Books Bulle- 
tin was not incorporated in the Booklist. The reason seemed obvious. 
The Booklist mentions only books suitable for public library pur- 
chase, whereas the Subscription Books Bulletin aims to give impartial 
information about all sets published in the United States or Canada, 
as far as that information can be obtained, with a definite recom- 
mendation as to their usefulness in homes, schools, or libraries. When 
not recommended for any of these purposes this is definitely stated. 
The fact that subscriptions have more than doubled since the first 
number was published shows that such information has been needed. 
Most publishers are glad to cooperate by sending their sets to the 
Committee for examination. It is hoped that criticisms will be con- 
structive enough to be helpful to those publishers who are honestly 
trying to improve their books and to make them more generally use- 
ful. Whether or not a librarian intends purchasing a subscription set, 
she needs to be informed about it, she finds, and it is hoped that the 
Bulletin will enable her to advise her patrons in their own purchases. 


THE BuREAU OF CURRICULUM RESEARCH OF COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY 
has made available to libraries, and will send upon request, mimeo- 
graphed copies of annual lists of best courses of study, compiled by the 
Bureau. These annual lists are being supplemented by monthly non- 
selected lists of new courses published by various cities and states 
throughout the country. The first of these monthly lists appeared in 
the February issue of the Education Index. The supplementary lists 
are prepared by the Administrative and Teachers Reference Sub- 
committee of which Eleanor M. Witmer is chairman. 


A SELECTED BIBLIOGRAPHY ABOUT Prison libraries, compiled by 
Roland Mulhauser, constitutes the February 1930 Bulletin (number 
99) of the Russell Sage Foundation Library. Brief annotations add 
much to its value. The lack of trained librarians in prison libraries, 
of a definite budget, or even of much information on the subject, is 
discussed at the close of the list. This is an important pamphlet. It 
can be had for ten cents from the Foundation Library, 130 East 
Twenty-second Street, New York City. 
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IN ORDER TO ANSWER INQUIRIES THAT MAY ARISE, libraries should 
undoubtedly have on hand a catalog of the Publications issued by the 
League of nations. The latest issue is sent free upon application and 
gives the titles of all the publications offered for sale up to the end of 
October, 1929. A brief guide to League of nations publications dif- 
ferentiates between the various kinds issued and explains their useful- 
ness. Index cards, similar to Library of Congress cards, are printed 
at Geneva for all publications of the League. They may be subscribed 
for at various rates, depending on the service wanted. The League’s 
authorized agents, the World Peace Foundation, 40 Mt. Vernon 
Street, Boston, Mass., can supply all these items. 


AN EXCELLENT TWELVE PAGE BIBLIOGRAPHY ON THE NEGRO appears 
in the February 1930 issue of the New York Public Library’s Branch 
Library Book News. This was compiled at the 135th Street branch 
which is in Negro Harlem and is revised and enlarged from a list 
published in 1925. The aim has been to let the Negro speak for him- 
self wherever possible. The list is carefully annotated and gives full 
buying information except price. Reprints cost ten cents. 


UNDOUBTEDLY MOST LIBRARIANS HAVE SEEN BY THIS TIME the lead- 
ing article in the Library Journal for March 15 on “Contemporary 
Italian Literature,” by Professor Giuseppe Prezzolini, of Columbia 
University. It is, however, so interesting a paper and cites so many 
definite authors and books (both for adults and children) that special 
attention may well be called to it. 


A suRVEY, THE History and functions of the municipal court of 
Philadelphia, financed by the Thomas Skelton Harrison Foundation 
for the Bureau of Municipal Research of Philadelphia, has been 
prepared by its assistant director, Clarence G. Shenton.

THERE IS SOMETHING IN SAMUEL JOHNSON of every village tavern king. Some- 
thing of Sam Johnson peeps out of every cartoon of John Bull. He was John 
3ullish in his boastfulness, obstinacy, hatred of cant and pretext and meanness 
and in his respect for the rights of property and title. He is the typical English- 
man, a simple man without trimmings, without any of the delicacy or finickiness 
that marks the average “literary” man. And he remains a man’s character— 
whether solemn or gay. Despite his love for the widow Porter who became his 
wife, his tender thoughtfulness for Mrs. Williams, his fondness for Fanny 
3urney upon whom he looked as a father and his customary amiability to the 
other women of the Johnsonian circle, Sam Johnson remains a typical man’s 
character, his name as closely linked to the Mitre Tavern, as is Falstaff’s to the 
Boar’s Head.
